The process of making them was 
first discovered by a German named 
Htrass, aud the peculiar kind of glass 
that bear* his name exuctly resemble* 
the (lihmoud wbeu put. Htrass is nolh- 
ing uwre thau ork crystal, to which 
borax, arsenic, potash and other che¬ 
micals have been added. The ingredients 
wbi«n thoroughly piilvcriacd and sifted 
i.ro placed in a crucible and subjected 
to enormous heat iu a furnace. The 
melting mYupies from to 2.1 hours, 
and skill is mubit to see that the pnqicr 
temperature is maintained or the strass 
cornea out cloudy and utterly usclrow. 

At the expiration of that time the cru¬ 
cible is removed aud placul in a chain- 
her, when* the heated atmosphere is per¬ 
mitted to gradually cool and solidify the 
strass, which is then ready to be cut aa 
required. Exr.ctiy tlie same prm-cs* J* 
followed In making emeralds, except that 
large pro(N»rtious of fine white sand aud 
green oxide of chrome are melted into 
the strass. Opals are by far the moat 
difficult stouu to imitate; indeed, it Is 
anly within-the last decade that they 
have hern successfully copied with tho 
aid of electricity and solution of silicates. 

Everyone is nwarv that when real dia¬ 
monds are rut a quantity of fine dust is 
given off which is apparently valueless. 
Hut lapidaries collect the sweepipjgs 
from the tables and sell them to the 
makers of artificial gems at $20 p*’Y 
pound. These manufacturers purify them

"In thu interior we found the hey to 
the pi ni v. In the centre of the ground 
lh*or a large opening or fissun* lead*. 
| directly downward through the tuouii 
t*iu into a great cave, which we had 
j prewiomdy tioticisl at the water’* edge. 
To convince uh that it <Hd lefd down to 
the writer, our gtmle picked up a large

Cleaning away the Up of this opepiug. 
he built a fort and itnn'boUM' combined. 
Whenever be captured a ship he brought 
it to St. Thomas aud ran it into the 
eave to conceal iL Then fram the furl 
aliove he liuiated up the valuables. Aft¬ 
er that the ship would be taken outside 
the harbor aud scuttled. After the pir¬ 
ate's death the place was abandoned, the 
hurricane* and earthquakes of the trop¬ 
ica got in their work, aud little now re¬ 
mains except the gn at fissure, the cave 
aud a few crumbling blocks of stone. 

“The Idrc of St. Hiomns contains 
many legend* of the castle, and among 
them Ls a variation of the story of the 
mirrder of the wives. According to the 
island story, the pirate had only three 
wive*, aud they were Iu each case beau¬ 
tiful women, captured on ship* be had 
pirated. All of the wivea were murder 
ed aa Bluetieard became dissatisfied with 
them, and they are supposed tu have 
been buried In some cavern of the fort¬ 
ress. At an rate, the islander* have a 
superstitious drvad of the place, and it 
ia seldom viol ted."—New York Time*.
